REMARKS 



SUMMARY: 

The present application sets forth original claims 1 - 39, of which claims 1,19, 
and 33 are independent claims. Claims 15-17, and 31 have been objected to as being 
dependent upon rejected claims but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Amendments are submitted and requested entry for claims 1, 16, 17, and 19. The 
amendments to each of the amended claims simply incorporates material from 
otherwise indicated allowable claims 15 and 31 and adjust dependencies for claims 16 
and 17 in view of the cancellation of claim 15. Claims 9 -15, 31 , and 33 - 39 have been 
cancelled. 
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CONCLUSION: 

Inasmuch as all outstanding issues have been addressed, it is respectfully 
submitted that the present application, including claims 1-8, 16-30 and 32 is in complete 
condition for issuance of a formal Notice of Allowance, an action to such effect is 
earnestly solicited. The Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at his 
convenience should only minor issues remain after consideration of this response in 
order to permit early resolution of the same or if he has any questions regarding this 
matter.
